LABOUR'S ATTITUDE CLEARLY DEFINED. 


(Reuter's Service.) 


. Paris, January 27. 

Interviewed by the Quegédien, the organ af the Left bloc, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald declared that British public opinion was uneasy 
with regard to French policy. The two peoples were at heart very 
friendly, and the dangerous clouds of to-day were dae, to mutual 
misunderstanding which frank, sympathetic explanations would 
clear up. ‘The reparations expert committees would not be able to 
find 4 satisfactory solution.within the narrow Vimits laid down. If 
the committees desired greater latitude and France refused, then 
Britain would probably uegotiate with them. The question of the 
French debt to Britain could not be broached without discussing the 
whole Eurupean situation simultaneously. As regards fhe Anglo- 
French guarantee pact, the Socialists did not believe that the safety 
nf the nation should depend on armaments and alliances. 
__ The British Government would work for the admission of Ger- 
inany and Ruasia to the League of Nations: Germany's entry to the 
League will be the beat guarantee of the safety of France. An 
entirely new international policy ought to be’ inaugurated, and the 
prejudices and tricks of the old diplomacy abandoned. He’ refused 
to believe they would fail to establish s friendly entente-with France. 
He was relying on the sense and peaceful, intensions of the French 
people to support the policy of Labour in delivering Europe from 
her hatreds and fears. Labour would follow a policy of favouring 
the accession to power of the German democrats, who certainly were 
sincerely pacifist and were dispoxed to pay reparations. The Separ- 
atist movement, if spontaneous, did not concern Britain, but Labour 
would not Recognise any Separatist Government engineered by & 
foreiga Power. . - . .

Dzérzinski, who is in charge of Lenin's funeral arrangements, 
has come to the forefront as a strong-willed fanatic. cand is feared 
by the moderates, who arge the factions to drop their quarrels and 
contesce in order to solve domestic and foreign questions, especially 

in view of the eatly recognition of the Soviet by foreign Powers. 
This tendency favours Trotsky, without whom no reconciliation of 
the factions will be real or lasting. The military are also likely to 
side ‘with Trotsky. In the event of a reconciliation, Kalinin, 
president of the executive committee, will probably became president 
of the council! of commissaries, in succession to Lenin. as 
he is not regarded as belonging to any faction, but at present 
Kamenefl and Stalin are regarded as likely successors to Lenin if 
it be not decided to replace him by one man instead of a triumvirate,

Salen to Hongkong, details are 
available of a piracy to which 
the veaset fell vietim ‘on -the 
voyage from Canton. o 

The Salen, which is a Swedish 
vessel, but managed by. Messrs. 
Dodwel! and Company under a 
charter, left here Inst week with 
acargo of coal for Canton. She 
took with hers large number of 
stavedore’s coolies. who came 
back with the vessel. 

According to the report made 
this morning to the Water Police. 
by the Chief Officer, Mr. Soder- 
strom, the .vessel aft Canton 
at six o'clock on Saturday night, 
and nothing unvsual happened 
until the vessel was about five 
miles from Escape Creek. Then 
shots were heard, and four armed 
men appeared suddenly on, the 
bridge. They ordered the pilot 
and the officer on watch to put 
the vessel hard to starboard. 


SWARM OF ARMED MEN. 


Sometime later, tha Salen was 
run on to a mudbank and about 
sixty armed men swarmed over 
her sides from four junks which 
appear to have been in readiness 
at this locality, Systematic loot- 
ing then occurred, and & vast 
amount of indiscriminate-sboot- 
ing took place, bat fortunately 
no-one was injured. The robbers: 
systematically fired into every 
cabin where they thought men 
might be biding: The search 
was nothing if .not thorough, 
and in addition to losing what 
money,and articles of jewallery 
they had, a number of the officers 
and crew had to part with some 
of the articles of clothing they 
were wearing.

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 


It is a strange and soniewhat 
significant-fact that, with Labour 
actually in power, we do not 
hear quite so much of the poss- 
ibility of the Labourites badly 
mishandling foreign and colonial 
affairs. We realise, of couree, 
that we have as yet only reached 
the stage when the Government 
is considering its palicies prior to 
the’ actual settling down to 
business. Only when Parliament 
reassembles shail we have any 
definite ideas of the lines. upon 
which the Empire’s numerous 
problems will be fackled. Nery 
little has so far “been said re- 
garding Colonial matters, but 
such stafements as have been 
made do not warrant fears that 
Labour rule will lead tothe dis-[ 
integration of the Empire. In the 
sphere of foreign affairs, so far 
from any indication that our 
prestige abroad will be lowered, 
the general impression appears 
to be that the new Government 
will do everything possible to 
maintain British. interests to the 
fullest possible extent. - 


When we come to consider 
Labour's attitude towards India, 
we cannot doubt that the revolu- 
tionary element in that country 
Kad hoped much from the advent 
of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, but 
the new Premier has lost no 
time in making-jt clear to the 
extremists that his Government 
is not likely to depart from 
traditional policy. The Labour- 
ites, whilst sympathising with 
Indid’s-aspirations towards even- 
tual self- government, are, ap- 
parently, convinced of the 
necessity of hastening slowly in 
handling this delicate, problem. 
Those were plainly-spoken words 
of Mr. Ramssy Macdonald when, 
in e message to'a Madras paper, 
he asserted that “no party in 
Britain will be cowed by. threats 
of force or policies designed 6 
bring the Government to a stand. 
still, and if any Indian sections 
imagine otherwise, events will 
sadly disappoint them.” ‘In the 
same message. he indicated a 
statesmanlike 
attitude when: he pointed: ot) © 
that / “progress in- India, to t 


‘ ‘Whaiever Labour “hag have 


paid and thought i in the: past, the 


Party. That is what might have 
been expected, and it is well 
that this is so, At Jeast in the 
present Parliament, we may safe- 
ly count on Labour following a 
line of sane conduct in all mat- 
ters which it may take.up. To 
do otherwise would be to court 
disaster and ‘ruin. the Party's 
prospects for many a long year. 
Labour knows that it is on its 
trial and that rash, ill-considered 
legislation would be fatal, to its 


Recognition of Russia. 
Facts, oven ugly ones, have to 


‘|be faced, and the need for per- 
| mitting Russia to have a measure 


of recognition, even though she 
be adebtor with no intention of 
repaying her creditors, must be 
admitted. As regards the pros 
and cons of the Russian borrow- 
ings, it hag-to be remembered 
that they were loans negotiated 
by the Czarists, whom the Soviet 
authorities contend were actiog 
without the popular mandate, and 
therefore illegally. The principle 
of one administration repudiating 
the obligationsofaprevicus regime 
remains bad, and looked at’ from 
the average point of view, inde- 
fensible ; but it must be realised 
by now that ostracism will not 
induce the Soviet to change its 
opinion on that point. For some 
,considerable time it has been 
evidenttbat the Russian Govern-, 
ment of the day is quite different 
from that, of 1917, or even a little 
later. Genuine , attempts have 


[been made by the Moscow autho- 


tities’to meet the other nations 
half way. For the \purposes of 
trade alone, the. removal of cer- 
tain of the existing barriers be- 
tween Russia and Britain will he 
8s move in the right direction. 
So let us not immediately 
jump to conclusions—those of 
us .who are ‘imelined that 
way—and forthwith condemn 
any move by the new 
Government- at. Home towards 
free intercourse with Soviet 
Russia., It is known well enough 
by now that Bolshevism has no 
place in the scheme of the official 
British Labour party. which, on 
the contrary, can claim to be 
actuated by-a great deal of com- 
monsense. We may be sure that 
this commonsense will im- 
mediately .be exerted shduld 
Russia prove unworthy of the 
trust abaut to be reposed in her.
